The Coffee County Com. 
mision met in regular session on 
Monday, January 28, at the 
courthouse in Elba, and despite 
constant financial worries, ap: 
proved trips for the commis: 
sioners, commission clerk and 
county engineer. 

Commission Clerk Brunease 


. Winston and one commissioner 


are headed to Birmingham on 
March 6-7 for a_ statewide 
meeting of commission clerks, 
while the Commission will travel 
to Auburn on February 13-14-15 
for a County Government Offi- 
cials Conference. So not to 
leave anyone out, the Com. 
mission also authorized Asst. 
Engineer Tim Hornsby and 
another county employee to 
attend a Highway Construction 
Conference in Montgomery on 
February 26-27. 

Monday's meeting was at- 
tended by all the commis- 
sioners, and when they arrived, 
they were given copies of a 
letter from County Engineer 
Leslie Mullins. In the letter, 
Mullins informed the Commis- 
sion he planned to retire in 
1980, and requested the follow- 
ing dates be considered as time 
for the retirement - July 1, July 
29 or August 26. Mullins is 
under a contract with the county 
and he requested he be able to 


retire at one of the dates so he 
could make decisions on his 
future. The Commission dis- 
cussed the retirement, but 
agreed not to pick a specific date 
until a replacement can be 
found. 


The Commission held a 
lengthy discussion on appoint- 
ments to a citizens committee 
which will work on solving the 
jail problems in Coffee County. 
When members of the National 
Institute of Corrections were in 
the county recently, they sug- 
gested the formation of a 
citizens’ committee to work on 
solving the jail problem. The 
method of picking the members 
of the committee also caused a 
small problem. One com- 
missioner stated membership 
should be divided among the 
cities by population; one 
suggested that each beat should 
have one representative, and 
the larger beats could have one 
for every box; and another felt 
there should be five separate 
committees to work on different 
phases of planning. It was 


finally decided that beat com- 


mitteemen would be asked to 
make nominations, and that the 
committee would be picked at 
the next meeting. 


County Attorney Warren 
Rowe recommended suing a 
Dothan roofing contractor over a 
leaking problem at the office 
complex at the Farm Center. 
The roof in the engineer's and 
Food Stamp office has a bad 
leak, and the contractor has not 
repaired it, and will not discuss 
the problem. A call to the 
company’s main office resulted 
in no action, and the county 
attorney recommended a suit in 
the amount of $7,500. The 
Commission took no action on 
the attorney’s idea. 


At a recent meeting, the 
Commission asked Clerk 
Brunease Winston to check on 
various insurance policies on 
county buildings, and a detailed 
report revealed the following 
coverage on buildings: Elba 
courthouse - $75,000, contents 
$20,000; Elba Health Depart- 
ment - $55,000, contents $0;

City Of Elba Receives $325,000 


Community Development Grant 


The City of Elba has been 
approved to file an application 
for a $325,000 Community 
Development Block Grant. This 
information came from the 
office of U. S. Senator Donald 
Stewart in Washington on 
Monday of this week. 

The grant will be for 
improved drainage in the 
Mulberry Heights area. It is the 
same project that Elba has filed 
pre-application requests on for 
the last four or five years, but 
failed to get approved. 

Mrs. Frances Trammel, 
director of Community Develop- 
ment in Elba, said Tuesday the 
application would be filed as 
soon as the City is officially 
informed of the selection. 
Following filing of the full 
application, there is a waiting 


period before approval. 
However, according to previous 
actions, at least 99% of those 
asked to apply do get approval. 

Mrs. Trammell estimated 
that the earliest work could 
begin, after approval of final 
plans and taking bids for 


contractors, would be late 
summer or early fall. City Clerk 
Jack Prescott told this news- 
paper that Mayor Robert 
Folsom said this type work must 
be contracted and that he 
(Folsom) wouldn't attempt to do 
the work with city crews.

The Youth Conservation 
Corpos is a summer program of 
work for boys and girls, ages 15 
through 18 years. Applicants 
from all economic and racial 
groups are eligible. The camps 
will start in early June and end 
in early August. There will be 7 
day residential camps at Ft. 
McClellan, Talladega, Monte- 
vallo, Southeast Fish Culture 
Laboratory and Bryce Hospital; 
5 day residential (home on 
weekends) camp at Gunters- 
ville; non-residential camps in 
the cities of Marion, Opelika, 
Cherokee, Tuskegee and Pied- 
mont; counties of Colbert, 
Franklin, Lauderdale, Marion, 
Russell, and Winston, Choctaw 


National Wildlife Refuge, 
Wheeler National Wildlife 
Refuge, Eufaula National Wild- 
life Refuge, and the Conecuh, 
Bankhead and Tuskegee Nation- 
al Forests. 

YCC is designed as a work 
and conservation study program 
of 8 weeks duration. The 
enrollees are paid minimum 
wages for the work portion of 
the program. The work consists 
of such projects as _ trail 
building, roadside cleanup, 
recreation area maintenance 
and improvement, tree 
planting, road bank seeding, 
wildlife habitat improvement, 
and other conservation projects 
on public lands. 


The YCC began as a pilot 
program in 1970. It has since 
become a permanent program 
and has steadily grown in size 
and popularity. The program's 
main purposes are to provide 
gainful summer employment for 
the nation’s youth, complete 
conservation type work projects 
and develop a reserve of 
environmentally trained young 
citizens.

As a favor for a dear friend, 
and distant kin, of the family, 
we'd like to introduce you to one 
of Elba'’s many distinguished 
and interesting Sr. Ctiizens. 
NOT ONLY as a favor are we 
doing this -- this charming lady 
rightfully deserves this public 
recognition and acclaim, for, to 
us, she epitomizes what we like 
to think of as a true ‘*Southern- 
born-and-bred lady"’ -- one who 
has been an able helpmate and 
loyal wife to her husband; an 
industrious and accomplished 
homemaker, and a loving, car- 
ing person to her family, friends 
and neighbors. 


Who is this commendable 
lady? None other than Mrs. 
Zelma Rowe Brunson, who is 
descended from some of Elba's 
first settlers and distinguished 
families; and who is, herself, 
widely known in Elba. 


“‘Miss"’ Zelma was born 
several years ago, 90, to be 
exact, on October 13, 1889, one 
of 13 children (two of whom died 
in infancy) born to Mr. and Mrs. 
Ephrom Davis Rowe, whom 
everyone knew as ‘‘Dee."’ Mr. 
Rowe supported his flock of 11 
surviving children by farming, 
and he also owned a dry goods 
store on the south side of the 
square in the vicinity of where 
Whitman's Drugs is now lo- 
cated. 


Mr. Rowe's parents were 
Jessie Mercer Rowe and Mar- 
garet Jane Oates Rowe. 


Miss Zelma’s mother was 
the former Lillian Taylor, fondly 
called *‘Lilla’’ by her family and 
fricuds. She was the daughter 
of Mr. and Mrs. Benjamin 
Franklin Taylor, Mrs. Taylor 
being Ann Helms prior to her 
marriage to Benjamin Franklin. 


The 11 surviving children 
born to this early patriarch and 
matriarch of Elba and Coffee 
County are the following: 


Monnie (Mrs. Jim) Bowers, 
who was living in Jay, Florida, 
at the time of her death. She 
and her husband resided in Elba 
many years ago and operated 
the Elba Ice Plant, and also 
operated what was probably 
Elba’s first ice cream parlor, 
which was located across the 
street from the Elba United 
Methodist Church. They were 
the parents of 8 sons and 2 
daughters: Rowe, Damascus 
Community; Maxwell, who is 
deceased, but made his home in 
Jay, Florida; Charlie Frank, 
Andalusia; Joe, Opp; Virgil, 
Foley, AL.; Wilmer, Ohio; 
James, Columbus, GA.;

Mrs. Catherine Henderson, Jay, 
FL.; and Mrs. Mildred Yancey, 
Jay, FL. 

Nellie (Mrs. Dave) Young, 
who is now deceased. She was 
the mother of one of Elba's 
many gracious ladies - Nelle 
(Mrs. Milton) Edmondson; 


Merle (Mrs. John) Chancey, 
who made her home in Enter- 
prise until her death. She and 
her husband were the parents of 
3 daughters: Sara Helen (Mrs 
Charles) Ezzell, Enterprise; 
Miss Mary Mac Chancey, 
Enterprise; and Martha Rowe 
(Mrs. Robert Bates) Chariton, 
Birmingham; 


Glennie (Mrs, Claude) 
Smith, now deceased, but who 
was a resident of Elba at the 
time of her death, and was 
librarian of the Elba Public 
Library for many years; 


Mary (Mrs. Guy) Gunter, 
who lives in New Brockton. 
They are the parents of Guy, 
Jr., Opelika; and Charles D., 
Enterprise; 


Miss Lillian Rowe is a 
resident of Elba. She is a 
former school teacher, and 
worked as a_ secretary/book- 


keeper with Sawyer 
Company 24 years;

Gedie (Mrs. C.G.) Rhodes, 


of Warrington, Florida, has 
three children: Melba (Mrs. 
David) McCloud, Clarence 


Rhoades, and Donald Rhoades, 
all three of whom reside in 
Pensacola, FL. When question- 
ed about Gedie’s unusual and 
pretty name, Miss Zelma chuck- 
led and replied that she didn’t 
know where her parents got the 
name, ‘'Gedie;"’ 


Otho, now deceased, was 
married to the former Lurline 
Ham. During their marriage, 
they made their home in Enter- 
prise, but now Miss Lurline 
resides in Elba; 


Greely was employed in a 
bank in New Brockton before 
joining the Army and serving in 
WWI. He passed away in a 
nursing home in Pascagoula, 
Mississippi, many years ago; 


The “‘baby"’ of the family 
(and he might “‘skin’’ us for 
referring to him as a baby, so, 
we'll amend that to the “‘last 
child’’) was a son, Mr. Sam 
Rowe, who lives in Elba with his 
wife, the former Marian Pear- 
son. They have 2 sons - Sammy, 
Panama City; and Billy, Bir- 
mingham. 


On October 11, 1914, Miss 
Zelma married Mr. Arthur Clair 
Brunson, Sr., a native of Elba. 
He was a businessman of many 
diversified interests --- a cattle- 
man, lumberman, merchant, 
farmer, he owned a sawmill, 
and was a landowner of con- 
siderable acreage in Elba and 
throughout Coffee County. 


Mr. Brunson was born June 
3, 1873, in the Brunson Com- 
munity, near Woodland Grove. 
He was the Sth child born to 
Nancy Elizabeth Brooks and 
Matthew Eugene Brunson. 


Nancy, affectionately called 
“Miss Nan’’ and ‘‘Granny 
Brunson’’ by her 96 grand- 
children, was a daughter of 
Elizabe h Head and Sheriff 
Robert Peter Brooks. The 
sheriff was killed in defense of 
Elba by deserters (Ward's Raid- 
ers) during the War Between 
the States. 


Matthew was a son of Sara 
Blanchard and Matthew Eugene 
who were the emigrant Brunson 
ancestors to Coffee County in 
1853. They are the matriarch 
and patriarch of the Brunson 
family in Coffee County. 


After their marriage, the 
newly-weds went to their home 
in the Brunson Community, 
with the 5 children, who were 
born to Mr. Brunson and his 
first wife, the former Victoria 
Louise Dubose, of the Taber- 
nacle Community, who died 
with typhoid fever, leaving the 5 
children, ranging in.age from 14 
years to 9 months. 


Those children were Fox, 
now deceased, but a life-long 
resident of Elba until his death. 
He was married to the former 
Mary Bailey of Elba. She, too, 
is now deceased. They were the 
parents of two sons - Fox, Jr., 
who made his home in Mobile 
until his death; and Marion 
Bailey, a resident of Elba.

‘THE HEAVIEST LOAD A 
BODY EVER CARRIES’ 

It was a wise old Saint who 
said, ‘‘A chip on the shoulder is 
about the heaviest load a body 
ever carries."’ 

Have you ever seen a boy 
put a chip on his shoulder and 
dare an opponent to knock it off? 
Maybe you've done it yourself. 
Now that you're older, you've 
outgrown such silly deeds. Or 
have you? 

Most of us must confess that 
we find the same immature 
attitude cropping up  oc- 
casionally. Someone makes a 
remark that offends us. Some- 
one overlooks us, and we are 
resentful. Too often we wear our 
feelings on our sleeve-and in the 
jostle and crush of daily life they 
are bound to get hurt. 

The problem is that we older 
folk don’t get over our hurt 
feelings as easily and as quickly 
as children do. 

We saw this illustrated in 
the life of a certain brother who 
fell into this sin-the sin of 
resentment. He carried the chip 
on his shoulder for years, and it 
became a heavy load indeed-for 
he lost his friends, lost his joy, 
and turned into a sour, surly, 
and lonely old man. 

It began when his name was 
accidentally omitted from a 
certain list at church. He was 
deeply hurt. He was told the 
omission was _ unintentional. 
Apologies were offered, but he 
refused to accept them. He just 
nursed his resentment over the 
fact he had not received the 
recognition he deserved. 

For a few Sundays he 
continued to attend church, but 
he took a back seat. Eventually 
he submitted a formal resigna- 
tion, and from that day on he

EMBARGO 

Dr. James Hurst, our crops 
marketing specialist at Auburn, 
told me Thursday that the 
results of the embargo will have 
an effect on prices that frmers 
receive for grain and soybeans 
this year. However, Coffee 
County and Alabama losses will 
be less than other states since 

e import corn and other feed 

gtains. Feed prices should be 
less than we thought a few 
‘weeks back. This makes poultry 
and livestock feeding more 
profitable. As most everyone 
knows, Coffee County has a big 
poultry and livestock industry. 

We are hopeful, of course, 
that peanuts and soybeans will 
not be affected by the embargo. 
Soybeans could be, and we 
should know more about this in 
the weeks ahead. 


FREE FISH 

Folks who have ponds will be 
interested in the bass and 
. bluegill stocker program. The 
Alabama Department of Con- 


servatiof supplies bass and ' 


bluegill free to pond owners. 
The deadline for applying for 
these fish is February 1. These 
fish are provided for those 
people who have new or reno- 
vated ponds.

In fact, nioney spent 
for NEEDED lime and fertilizer 
is a sound investment. Profit- 
able crop production depends on 
many factors, but high soil 
fertility is important. 


BETTER GARDENS 

Gardening specialist Dean 
Bond reminded a group just 
recently to be careful in buying 
garden seed. If you see seed 
which are cheap or on sale, 
think twice before you buy. 
These seed may not be a good 
bargain. 

Plan your garden well ahead 
of time. Check with a reputable 
garden center or seed dealer to 
see if he can supply the 
vegetable varieties you need. If 
you wish to order seed from a 
mail order company, check with 
your friends and neighbors and 
ask their experience with the 
company. Before you order, 
check the recommended variety 
list for Coffee County. This list 
gives names of vegetables wich 
gives names of vegetables’ 
which will do best in this area.

containing a large amount of 
polyester, nylon, acrylic and 
triacetate wrinkle les And, 
they maintain a neat ppear- 
ance longer than untreated) 
cotton or linen. Also, knit! 
fabrics are usually more 
wrinkle-resistant than woven 
fabrics. 

A’ permanent press finish 
affects the garment’s later 
appearance. Permanent press 
garments, over a period of time, 
show wear, fraying and color 
loss on creases and edges. 

When selecting garments, 
read the label for a statement 
indicating that the garment is 
color fast.

A Forestry Income Tax 
Workshop was held in the 
Community Room this past 
week. Keith Yakes, from the 
U.S. Forest Service, Atlanta, 
Georgia, was the instructor. 
Over forty people were present, 
including landowners, tax ac- 
countants and forestry advisors. 
Several changes in the tax laws 
have been made to encourage 
better forest management. 

The most encouraging 
change was the exclusion for 
capital gains when selling wood 
products. Sixty percent of the 
gross sale is excluded from 
income, as compared to 49 
percent in years past. This 
means that eleven percent more 
of the gross sales is now 
non-taxable, which can be used 


to replant or re-inforce stands of. 


trees. : 
The depletion allowance, 


which is a ratio of capitalized 
expenses per volume unit of 
wood, can also be used to lower 
taxable income. If you sell 
timber, ask your accountant to 
check into these tax allowances. 


NO-TILL MEETING 

A no-till, or minimum til- 
lage, meeting, was held this 
past Monday night in Enter- 
prise. 

Minimum tillage is usually 
described as planted in some 
type of cover crop or residue 
from previous crops. Many 
farmers have learned that the 
reduced tillage keeps their soils 
from drying out, makes chemi- 
cals more effective, increases 
organic matter, and reduces soil 
erosion. In most cases, the 
increase in organic matter in- 
creases yields, which more than 
pays for the cover crop or small 
grain residue.
